Village's Share 
In License Fees 


Fixed at $3,507 
The city of Palm Springs will 
soon receive $3,507.82 as its share 
of liauor license fee revenues, 
according to an allocation an­ 
nouncement by William G. Bon- 
elli, fourth district member of the 
State Board of Equalization. 
The sum represents the city's 
share of the $1,630,986.49 in li­ 
cense fees collected by the state 
for the half year period from 
July 1, 1946, to Dec. 31, 1946. 
THE COUNTY'S SHARE in the 
license revenue distribution is 
$19,531.75. 
Cities and counties share in 
one-half of the total revenue col­ 
lected each half-year period, Bon- 
elli explained. 
The state retains the other half, 
a portion of which is used for 
administration and enforcement 
purposes and the remainder goes 
into the state general fund. 
PALM SPRINGS' share of the 
county’s allocation was the sec­ 
ond largest to a municipality. 
Riverside city will receive $4,­ 
272.81.

Unincorporated areas will re­ 
ceive $4.109.71. Driest city in the 
county is Coachella which gets 
only $12.50. San Jacinto and 
Beaumont rank next in the low 
brackets while Indio was third 
wettest with an allocation of $1,­

The Rights of Free Men 


By ETHEL GILLETT WHITEHORN 
The bill known as Labor's Bill of Rights was passed in the 
House of Representatives on April 17. The vole was 308 for; 107 
against; 17 not voting. 
. 
Within the next two weeks, the Senate will debate and pass its 
labor bill which may or may not go further than the House bill. 


The consensus in Congress is$> 
‘ 
' 
that President Truman will veto 
any labor bill that is placed be­ 
fore him. The consensus through­ 
out the Nation is that his veto 
will be promptly overrtdtien. It 
should be since the rights of free 
men are the symbol of the Amer­ 
ican way. 


THE FOLLOWING is a detailed 
description of the bill as passed 
by the House 
(Cong. Record, 
April 17, page 3746.) 
1. The right to join with his 
fellow workers to select as their 
bargaining agent the union that 
they want, not the union that is 
forced upon them. 
2. The right to get a job w ith­ 
out joining a union. 
3. The right to vote by secret 
ballot in a fair and free election 
on whether his employer and a 
union can make him join the 
union to keep his job. 
4. The right to require the 
union 
that 
is 
his 
bargaining 
agent to represent him without 
discriminating against him in any 
way or for any reason, even if 
he is not a member of the union. 


5. The right, with his fellow 
employees—to make demands of 
their own and to bargain about 
them through the leaders of their 
own local union without dictation 
by national and international of­ 
ficers and representatives. 
6. The right to keep bn work­ 
ing and getting his pay, in spite 
of sympathy strikes, jurisdictional 
disputes, 
illegal 
boycotts, 
and 
other disputes that do not in­ 
volve him and his union, or his 
employer. 
7. The right to know what he 
is striking about before he is 
called out on strike, and to vote 
by secret ballot in a free and fair 
ejection on whether to strike or 
not after he has been told what 
his employer has offered him. 
8. The right to express his 
opinion concerning union poli­ 
cies, union officers, and candi­ 
dates for union; office, and to 
make and file charges against his 
employer, the union, or union 
officers, without suffering any 
penalty or discrimination. 


9. THE 
RIGHT to vote by 
secret ballot, without fear, in 
free and fair elections, on any 
m atter 
of 
union 
policy—how 
much dues he shall pay; what as­ 
sessments the union can make 
him pay; what the union can 
spend the money for. 
10. The right to vote by secret 
ballot in free and fair elections 
for his own choice of union of­ 
ficers. 
11. The right to know how 
much money his union has, how 
much it pays its officers, and 
how much of the union’s money 
the officers use for expenses. 
12. The right to refuse to pay 
the union for any kind of insur­ 
ance he does not want. 


13. The right 
to be free of 
threats to his family for doing 
things in connection with union 
matters that an employer or a 
union doesn’t like. 
14. The right to settle his own 
grievances 
with his employer. 


15. THE RIGHT to support any 
candidates for public office that 
he chooses and to decide for him­ 
self whether or not his money 
will be spent for political pur­ 
poses. 
16. The right to go to and from 
work without being molested. 
17. The right to have a fair 
hearing, 
before 
an 
impartial 
board, without cost to himself, 
whenever he believes that any 
employer or any union is depriv­ 
ing him of these rights.
